Shawn Jones of 
THE LOVELY 

I was standing at Disc 
Exchange indecisively. It was 
the moment of trutti. 
I had a Tapes 'n' Tapes album in 
one hand and a release from 
The Lovely Sparrows in the 
other. I had never heard of The 
Lovely Sparrows before, but 
little did I know that buying this 
album would change my life. It 
was the "Pulling Up Floors, 
Pouring on (New) Paint" LP. 
The artwork was beautifully 
screenprinted on board and the 
song titles seemed to leap out 
at me- 1 ended up buying both, 
of course, and here I am now, 
conducting an interview with 
(paper + wire-proclaimed 
"musical genius") Shawn Jones. 




ID: I picked up your album at random and absolutely fe 

it. The songs are beautifully arranged and lyrically intelligenl. How 

did you guys form the band and what inspired you to do so? 

SJ: Tliank you, tbat's very kind of you to say. It's probably a shorter 
answer to tell you how we decided on this version, this particular 
sound, of the band. I was bored with how this other band I was in 
was sounding. We were making very "passable" sounding music, 
kind of Pavement and Guided by Voices knock-olfs. It was fun, but I 
did not feel like I was being honest in any way doing it. That style of 
music fell very contrived for me to try and make (if s awesome and 
authentic when Pavement and GBV do it, me... not so much). We 
took some time off, I started writing a group of new songs, playing 
them on classical guitar. Parts gradually got added in as I was 
recording the EP, I'd come up with a flute part and call a friend. That 
person (Lauryn Gould) then became a member. I'd come up with a 
string arrangement and call a friend to play it (Steven Stadt), and so 
on. This eventually blossomed into a group of ten people, more or 
less, who are into the songs, and like to contribute and play shows. 
We started out playing at Jesse's Bed and Breakfast. I never planned 
on playing out with a cello player, flute player, or anything considered 
"exotic", Of anything designed to make a sound man cringe (and 
most do when you show up with 6-7 people, and predominently 
acDuslicinstruments), that's just what I wanted to hear, and was 
interesting to me.

I've been revisiting Aaron Copland, Chades 
Ives, and some other modern (20th century) 
American composers. 

TD: How does songwriling usually go for you'' 

SJ. I sit down with a lape machine, a laptop, 
and a guftar and work on about 3-5 songs at a 
time. Little snippets, going back and tartb. 
Mostly I sing the parts and then decide later If 
that would sound nice on flute, or sax, or what- 
ever. Sometimes they turn into big complicated 
arrangements, and sometimes they slay very 
small. We're not really the kind ot band that 
shows up to a rehearsal and jams and comes 
up with something. We send mp3s back and 
forth a lot, and talk about Iba songs, and what 
should happen, and then we get together for 
rehearsal and often everyone's on the same
